HOW TO MAKE THE BEST CATALOGUE 


Apropos of the remarks by Mr. W. R. Jenkins, 
which will be found elsewhere in this issue, on the 
subject of uniform catalogues for the ‘‘ Publishers’ 
Trade List Annual,” we reprint from our issue of 
April 29, 1876, the suggestions toward the best 
trade list, gathered from the answers to the prize 
question, ‘‘ Which are the most practically printed 
trade lists?”’ in reference to their usefulness for 
business purposes and adaptability for the ‘‘ Trade 
List Annual.” The subject is of greater impor- 
tance than most publishers think, and ought to re- 
ceive more attention. Next to a good salesman 
a good catalogue is the best medium through 
which to sell goods. It should therefore be neat, 
explicit, and easy for reference : 


THE BEST CATALOGUE. 


I. Descriptive (full title) list. (a). Classified by 
departments, with table of contents prefixed. 
Ltene ee the classification should be 
iterary, as ‘‘ Fiction,” ‘‘ Poetry,” etc., or com- 
mercial, by specialties of the house and the like, 
will generally depend upon the size and character 
of the stock. The larger houses generally com- 
bine the two. ] 


(4). Arrangement in each department alpha- 
betically by authors. [With two authors of same 
family name, by first initials.] 


(c). Entry as follows: 1, author’s family name ; 
2, initials and titles of author ; 3, verbatim copy 
of title-page (abridging verbosity); 4, character- 
ization of edition ; 5, illustrations or maps; 6, 
number of volumes, only when more than one ; 





7, size; 8, number of pages (more important than 
is generally recognized); 9, year of publication 
(if American publishers ever wi// recognize the 
great usefulness of this) ; 10, styles of binding ; 
11, retail prices ; 12, designation of ‘‘ special” 
terms or books by asterisk attached to price. 


Pictures and press notices, except when brief 
and descriptive of the book, excluded. 


Clear and well-balanced typography ; author’s 
family name in heavy-face type, replaced by dash 
in following works by the same author. fs this 
case the title-type should mot be changed.| With 
more than one author of the same family name, 
that name repeated at first book of each. Any 
explanatory notes in italics. First line of each 
entry flush, the others indented. 


Il. Finding (short title) list.--In one alphabet, 
by author, title, and subject. 


The latter—such as 
PIDEMics, Anstie’s Notes on. 12°. Cloth, $r. 

FReEMASONRY, Findel’s History of. 8°. Cloth, $5— 
should be more frequent than in any existing catalogue, 
for it is exceedingly useful. Inthe larger lists containing 
a number of books on the same subject, such references as 
the following may answer : 

Cuemistry. See Morton and Leeds; Muspratt, S.; 
Pelouze and Fremy; Rand, B. H., etc., etc.] 


[Each title condensed into one line, where 
possible, but to include author’s initials, edition, 
illustrations, number of volumes, size, binding, 
price (all abbreviated to the fewest possible let- 
ters), and asterisk for ‘‘ special.” We would also 
add reference to page of full-title entry, which 
can be managed best by placing small figures in 
parentheses previous to the other particulars, ] 


[The type should be small (not too small) and 
clear. First words only should be in capitals and 
small capitals. New books (say those published 
since issue of previous catalogue) and books in 
press may be brought out in heavier face type, as 
in Harpers’ list. ] 


III. A supplementary /ist of new and forth- 
coming publications is often a useful feature, and 
may best precede the descriptive list, that the in- 
dex may uniformly be found at the end. This 
will permit the insertion of new recent lists with- 
out interfering with the body of the catalogue. 


We may add to this that the trade list should 
follow the now general style of a double-column 
octavo page, with the name of the firm promi- 
nently printed at the head, and for postal and 
ANNUAL purposes, printed on a thin but opaque 
paper. A catalogue prepared on this plan has 
the advantage that it answers the purposes of the 
bookbuyer as well as the bookseller, while, if it 
is desired to distribute a catalogue widely at small 
expense, the second part servesa useful end by 
itself. It is to be remembered, however, that in 
examining a publisher’s catalogue very few would 
patiently read through an alphabet list, while 
every one readily examines a descriptive list com- 
fortably arranged by departments. A full de- 
scriptive title is almost indispensable either for 
public or trade purposes. Books are frequently 
ordered from catalogues, and when they cannot 
be seen before ordering, the buyer should have 
the opportunity of seeing at least what the au- 
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thor puts on the ‘‘ face,” or what he promises on 
the title-page, which with every careful author is 
a matter of serious and long consideration. For 
like reasons, such a catalogue is desirable to the 
salesman, who is also expected to secure orders 
for books not on hand, though in the ordinary 
course of business the bookseller is most frequent- 
ly called upon for a known book, which he simply 
has to look up in an alphabetical list. By run- 
ning the three alphabets into a short-title finding 
list, he is enabled to give the price and other 
particulars at a moment’s notice, while a refer- 
ence to the page of the other part of the catalogue 
where the title is given saves much time in giving 
the full particulars of the book desired. 





AN EXAMPLE OF LITERARY DEVELOP- 
MENT IN THE SOUTH. 


WITHIN recent years Southern literature has 
taken a new start, and among the younger school 
of American writers those from the South have 
madea distinctive mark. Hitherto, however, that 
development has been confined chiefly to fiction. 
We are glad to note the first fruits of a similar 
activity in the field of historical scholarship. Mr. 
Hannis Taylor, a lawyer of Mobile, Alabama, has 
been for the last fifteen years engaged inthe prepa- 
ration of an important work on ‘* The Origin and 
Growth of the English Constitution,” in two vol- 
umes, which Messrs Houghton, Mifflin & Co. will 
issue during the fall, and the commendation, which 
the parts of the work submitted in manuscript or 
in proof to the foremost scholars in constitutional 
history have received from them, stamp the book 
in advance as one of great originality and value. 
The sub-title of this work offers it to the readers 
as ‘a historical treatise in which is drawn out by 
the light of the most recent researches the devel- 
opment of the English Constitutional system and 
the growth out of that system of the Federal Re- 
publicof the United States.” It is in fact a care- 
ful study of Teutonic, and especially English gov- 
ernmental institutions from the American point 
of view, in their relations with the evolution of 
our own form of government, and as such has re- 
ceived in advance very cordial welcome from Pro- 
fessor Stubbs and E. A. Freeman, who are, of 
course, the best English authorities on this subject 
and who have both read portions of the book. It 
is interesting to note that parts of the book have 
been made the subject of seminarium study at the 
Johns Hopkins University, and that Professor H. 
B. Adams, who is the head of the Department of 
History and Politics in that university, speaks of 
its plan and method in the highest terms. Mr, 
Taylor has been at curious disadvantage in the 
preparation of the book because of the imperfect 
development of the library system at the South, 
so that in his work he has been obliged to collect 
a considerable private library, including such ex- 
pensive sets as the Rolls Series and other reprints 
of original sources, at a cost to himself which most 
scholarscannot afford. It is one of the useful feat- 
ures of the public library system that it puts at 
the service of scholars resources which they could 
not otherwise command, and when the librar 
system has as full development at the South as it 
has now at the North and West, we may expect 
to welcome a still more interesting development 
of Southern writers. 
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INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT IN 
SOUTH AMERICA, 


Tue Congress held at Montevideo for the re- 
vision of international laws, carsié to some im- 
portant decisions regarding int«rnational copy- 
right. The seven states represented were the 
Argentine Republic, Bolivia, B?azil, Chili, Para- 
guay, Peru, and Uraguay. In #iie main the arti- 
cles of agreement closely follo#ved the plan of the 
Berne Conference of 1886. We briefly summarize 
a few important differences. 

1. The South American treaty secures its bene- 
fits to all authors who have Sublished a work in 
one of the contracting stat¢i without regard to 
his nationality. The Cony-ntion of Berne only 
protects authors born in ge of the contracting 
countries. It modifies th¥.rule by protecting the 
publisher of a work issuc¢Z. in one of the countries 
of the Union although,, *he author is an alien. 
The protection to the geek j is the same, but it is 
the publisher who prohss by it. 

2. In South Ame+igm&i the rights for transla- 
tions are exactly t es same as the right of the 
author in the origth? “| work, whereas the Berne 
Conference only .aSures the exclusive right of 
translation up to tke expiration of ten years from 
the date of publidation of the original work in 
one of the countries of the Union. 

3. In the enumeration of what is understood 
under the expression “‘ literary and artistic works,” 
photographs and choregraphic works are specif- 
ically mentioned, whereas the Berne Conference 
merely makes a general mention of processes_.of 
reproduction. 

4. The treaty of South America contains no 
clause relating to public performances or repre- 
sentations of protected works, whereas the Berne 
Conference decrees that such works shall not be 
publicly performed or reprinted if the author has 
declared on the title-page that he forbi-s public 
performances, which declaration makes such per- 
formances a violation of original copyright. 

5. The South American treaty may be ex- 
tended to other nations which did not take part 
in the Congress. The Berne Convention guaran- 
tees admission to such countries as shall assure 
within their jurisdiction the protection which is 
the object of the Convention. 

6. The South American treaty says nothirg 
of the formalities of registering and depositing 
works to be protected. According to the Berre 
Convention these formalities can only be exacted 
in the country of origin and according to the laws 
enacted by that country. 

7. The South American treaty makes no men- 
tion of works published before its going into 
force, whereas the Berne Convention has made 
provision for works published before its decisions 
went iato force in a special protocgl. 

It may be of interest to note that these con- 
tracting South American countries represent a 
total population of 24,800,000, 

The treaty embodying these points was signed 
by the delegates of the seven states, and it is to 
go into operation between such states as may 
ratify it as soon as ratified by them, no union be- 
ing specified for such ratification, 


In THE Soup.—In French newspaper slang 
‘* bouillon” (soup) means the portion of any day’s 
issue of a paper that remains unsold. This ap-

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' WATER-MARKS. 


WILLIAM BLADEs in the London Athenaeum for 
March 16, referring to an article in a previous 
issue of that journal, says : 

‘* There is among bibliographers a temptation 
to exaggerate the use and importance of water- 
marks as evidence of the date of undated docu- 
ments. Even if we confine the question to 
modern paper, where the date often forms part 
of the water-mark, we must be very careful ; for 
it was, and doubtless still is, the custom for paper- 
makers to postdate paper made in the latter part 
of the year by several months, just as many books 
published at Michaelmas bear the date of the next 
year. I do not think any paper has a dated 
water-mark earlier than the last quarter of the 
seventeenth century. ... 

“Many writers claim that water-marks in 
fourteenth and fifteenth century books may be 
utilized as evidence of the place where and the 
date when they were produced. This is very 
fallacious. M. Briquet is of this opinion, and 
quotes several wrongly dated books in illustration; 
but in no case does he prove it. He quotes the 
well-known ‘ Exposicio,’ the first book printed at 
Oxford, with the date 1468 instead of 1478 ; but 
here the water-marks are utterly useless to prove 
anything. Nearly all our English fifteenth cen- 
tury books, until W. de Worde used John Tate’s 
paper ¢. 1494, were printed on paper from the 
Lowlands. This paper, like the imported ink, 
was none of the best, so that Caxton had to sort 
his sheets in order to secure some kind of uni- 
formity as to thickness. From this cause we find 
a great variety of water-marks, sometimes as 
many as fifteen in one book, representing, in all 
probability, the makes of many mills through 
many years. What was there to hinder a maker 
exporting his old stock of paper? and what was 
there to prevent this old stock becoming still older 
before the printer used it? And if paper might 
remain for an indefinite period unused, where is 
the chronological value of its water-mark ? In 
this sense their evidence is almost worthless ; 
but in another way they are of the highest im- 
portance to all bibliographers. There was some 
discussion a few months ago in the Atheneum 
as to the sizes of books, especially the Shake- 
speare and Jonson folios. In determining that 
question the water-marks are the only true and 
natural test, as [is explained below:] 





“The mould used by paper-makers is a wire 
sieve, not unlike that of a domestic cinder-sifter, 
The workman, holding it at each end, dips it in- 
to a vat of watery fibrous pulp, and in lifting it 
out, the water runs through the wires, leaving on 


the surface a sheet of paper. The wooden frame 
of the mould (a a a a) is about one-fourth longer 
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from side to side than from top to bottom. 
There are stout wires, about an inch apart, called 
‘chain wires’ (4 4, etc.), which run from top to 
bottom, and fastened across these are numerous 
thread-like ‘laid wires, between which the water 
can escape. Take any sheet of old paper—and 
in these remarks I confine myself to books and 
paper befor 1750—and holding it up to the light 
you will se: numerous white lines close together 
—these as* called ‘ laid-lines ;’ and across these 
are the fev bolder‘ chain-lines.’ In addition you 
will see @ water-mark (c), the figure of a jug, a 
unicorn; 4 bull's head, Britannia, a fool’s cap, or 
someth?'g else. This as well as the wire-marks 
appear. translucent, because the wires are slight- 
ly raised on the face of the mould, and .therefore 
the paper-pulp is thinner just in those parts. 
The water-mark originally was the trade-mark 
of the maker, but in course of time beeame the 
symbol of size only. Thus the smallest size of 
paper, which had a jug for its mark, was called 
pot ; that bearing a cap and bells, foolscap ; and 
that with a horn, post. [The paper upon which 
the early editions of Shakespeare were printed 
was larger than the Jonson folio, 1640, the water- 
mark in which latter is the jug. } 

‘*Now, remembering that in all papers the 
chain-lines run from top to bottom, and that 
when a sheet is folded in half (see dotted line), 
making folio, the water-mark appears about the 
centre of the leaf, we deduce the following laws : 

‘*Law 1. In any old book, if the chain-lines 
run down, and the water-mark is found about the 
centre of the page, that book must be folio. 

‘*-There is no getting out of this ;; it is true of 
all books in all times up to about 1750, when wove 
paper and the absence of water-marks came in. 
Of course it applies to all hand-made laid papers 
up to the present time, but not to machine-made 
papers. Perhaps the simplest way for readers 
who have no means of folding a sheet for them- 
selves is to take a sheet of common note-paper, 
open it, and draw a few lines from top to bottom 
to represent chain-lines, and then to make any 
figure they like to represent the water-mark about 
the centre of the right hand half. Thisshould be 
done on both sides, and then the accuracy of 
these remarks can be proved experimentally. 

‘* Having got a test for folios, let us now take 
our sheet or our note paper and fold it in half 
again ; that is quarto, and the chain-lines are now 
across the page, and the water-mark (according to 
its size) runs into, and often through, the back of 
the sheet. Therefore— 

‘* Law 2. If the chain-marks are across, and 
the water-mark is found in the middle of the back 
of a book, that book must be quarto. 

‘*In a similar way, by folding in half again we 
make the size called octavo, and we find here the 
chain-lines down and the water-mark at the top 
edge. 

‘*Law 3. If the chain-lines are down, and the 
water-mark is found at the top edge of a book, 
that book must be octavo. 

** Here, then, for the large class of books between 
octavo and folio, is a true, because a natural test. 
It is good for books of all nationalities, and is 
the omy true guide for the bibliographer as to 
size. 


* Mr. A. Hastings White in a subsequent issue of the 
Atheneum takes the following exceptions to this state- 
ment: ‘‘It is unfortunate that in English we have only 
one word for two different things: the dimensions of a 
book and the /ormat in which it is printed. Popularly 
at all events the ‘ size’ of a book is nto be some in-* 
dication of its dimensions as well as of its format, and a ° 
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‘* An objection may perhaps be made that by 
this plan a contradiction in nomenclature is sure 
to arise, and that the quarto of a large sheet like 
that upon which the Mazarin Bible is printed 
will stand higher on the shelf than a Shakespeare 
folio. What then? The large quarto is larger 
in that case than the small folio, and when this 
is once understood all objection must cease. 
And then see the great advantage of having a 
fixed rule that has no exceptions, a true nomen- 
clature, independent of the caprice or haphazard 
fancy of an erratic printer, and based on a fun- 
damental law in the science of books. In fact, we 
have no more the right to ignore than we have 
the power to alter such laws; and it is because 
these laws have been unrecognized that we find 
some of our greatest bibliographers quite wrong 
as to sizes, cataloguing folios as quartos and 
quartos as folios. Before me lies ‘ Aretinus de 
Bello Gallico,’ by Jenson of Venice, 1471; all 
the authorities call it a folio, because of its fine 
size, but the chain-lines run across the page; it 
must be a quarto. No bibliographer has a better 
name for accuracy than the celebrated Van Praet, 
yet he errs in the size of a book printed by his 
hero, Colard Mansion; and because the unique 
volume entitled ‘Purgatorie des Mauvais Maris’ 
has been greatly cropped he catalogues it as a 
small quarto. Now all the other books of this 
printer are folio, and the down chain-lines and 
the water-mark near the fore-edge prove this 
to be folio also, the water-mark appearing out 
of place in consequence of so much paper hav- 
ing been ploughed off one side. No old book 
should be catalogued as to size by the eye, but 
always by the water-marks. This would prevent 
much confusion, for if a book is entered here as 
a quarto because cropped, and there as a folio 
because uncut, it makes two editions out of one. 
Truly the natural system is the only correct way. 

‘“* It may be too much to expect, especially from 
the undermanned staff of our national libraries, 
that they should reéxamine their numerous vol- 
umes of fifteenth and sixteenth century workman- 
ship, and alter the size in their catalogues where 
found wrong; but surely we may hope that in 
future fresh acquisitions will not have their sizes 
judged by the appearance or by the dictum of 
any bibliographer, but by the water-marks. Bod- 
ley’s Librarian has for some time past adopted a 
set of rules founded upon water-marks—why 
should not all others?”

PLEA FOR UNIFORM CATALOGUES FOR THE 
PUBLISHERS’ TRADE LIST ANNUAL. 
New York, June 7, 1889. 
To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly: 

Sir: Constant reference to the Publishers’ 
Trade List Annual renders it advisable that the 
publishers furnishing catalogues should adopt 
some uniform method of cataloguing, which, 
while giving the fullest possible account of the 
books, should restrict them in the style of type 
used, or in extended accounts of publications en- 
tirely unnecessary in a work of reference—though 
very proper in an advertising catalogue—which 
I take it the Trade List Annual zs mot. This may 
be done arbitrarily by the publisher of the An- 
nual excluding such catalogues as are not in ac- 
cordance with certain conditions, or otherwise 
by a concerted arrangement among the publish- 
ers themselves. Many publishers are either care- 
less in their arrangement of catalogues or do 
not understand the value of the 7rade List An- 
nual to the bookseller for reference; but the in- 
convenient size and obtsructive nature of long 
descriptive advertisements of some publishers ren- 
der it essential that some steps should be taken to 
improve the arrangement of the Trade List An- 
nual, and I have written simply to suggest the im- 
provement, and, if considered desirable, to open 
the matter for discussionamong the trade. Tomy 
idea, the catalogue should be given both by author 
and title, excepting when the book belongs to a 
series, when it could also be included under the 
series; and I would further suggest that the 
typography of Macmillan’s list in the 1888 Annual 
is a good model to follow, although that catalogue 
is deficient in title lists.

THE DECADENCE OF RETAILING, 
To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly: 

DEAR Sir: “ Whom the gods wish to destroy 
they first make mad.” Whether this was a fact or 
not in the days of the gods, that it is a fact now 
no one with an observing eye will dispute—certain- 
ly no bookseller, and even his eye need not be 
very observing, for ‘‘ he who runs may read.” It 
it quite evident to the veteran bookseller’s eye 
that the gods wish to destroy, if indeed they. have 
not already destroyed, the business of retailing 
books. Onno other theory can the rapid decline 
of the business. be accounted for. Say you the 
dry goods merchants have entered the field and 
are hurting the business. If this be so, and it is, 
then adopt their methods for obtaining business 
and retain your customers and get more. Ifa 
lifelong bookseller is not able to compete with 
men who are, comparatively speaking, new to the 
business and destitute of a trained knowledge of 
and experience in it, then he has mistaken his 
vocation and should sell out and seek a street 
corner and sell apples and peanuts. As a class 
the bookseller does not lack enterprise, but for 
some reason he exerts it in other directions than 
that of developing and pushing the sale of books. 

If he would show the same enterprise in the 
line of his legitimate business and resort to the 
methods of his dry goods rivals, there isno reason 
why he should not compete successfully with 
them—yes, and distance them in the race, for if 
one wants a shoe he naturally goes to a shoe- 
maker, and if one wants a book he would as nat- 
urally go to a bookseller. It appears to me that 
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one very profitable branch of bookselling is en- 
tirely ignored by the retail bookseller, and that 
is the selling of subscription-books through can- 
vassers. The retail bookseller is of all others the 
man to act as general agent for subscription-books, 
and if he were to do so not only would there be a 
far larger number of them sold, but he (the book- 
seller) would reap a rich harvest directly and in- 
directly. 

This neglect of a highly profitable business 
must be laid to the door of the gods, I presume, 
who, if they keep on, will make the retail book- 
seller as mad as a March hare. Let us hope, how- 
ever, they will soon see the error of their ways 
and by a judicious and wise course regain their 
reason and throttle the gods.
